83,000 acres planted, a produ/tion of 
1,850,000 bushels of winter wheat is 
forecasted from April 1 condition, 
compared to 1,490,000 produced in 
1919, and a -5-year average (1915- 
1919) of 1,754,000 bushels. The con- 
dition of winter wheat ori' April 1 
is given as 95 per cent of normal.- 


For the United Statps, a produc-

f N PLACING a set of La Follette delegates in the field for the
